a previous sample from the individual 
indicates that th e individual is diab e tic or pr e diabetic an increased level of insulin 
resistance in the individual compared to: 

the insulin resistance level in the lean individual or 

the insulin resistance level of the individual at the time of the previous 

sample was taken. 

thereby detecting the relative level of insulin resistance in the individual . 

18. (Original) The method of claim 1 7, wherein the detecting step comprises 
contacting the sample with an antibody that specifically binds to the polypeptide.
